Ir cannut be denied that there are few 
places if any governed by a civilised power, 
where public morality is at so low an ebb as it 
is in. Hongkong. ‘This partly arises. from 
the toleration of crime onthe part.of the local 
authorities,and partly from. theiv reprehensible 
apathy and thei absolute ignorance of what is 
going on before their eyes. 

¥or instance, o few weeks ago we. alduced 
undoubted evidence to the. Police authorities, 
that at a Chinese licensed theatre, a repre- 
sentation ‘of the most obscene n«ture.-con- 
ceivable had taken place to 4 very-crowded 
audience, European members of the’ Police 
force being present. We say produced’a wit- 
ness of the scene, whose testimony it were 
folly to question—nor was it doubted for one 
moment. 

We have since learnt that it jsquite couw- 
tnon to see on the walls oF he a, Chinese 
quack doctors’ notices: ex ceuttain ‘mix 
tures for their efficacy in producing ‘abortio 
There ure. also other placards of avery ‘ob- 
jectionable nature. a 
It also appears that amongst the uumerous 
street cides which enliven the splapys 
intimating: that. price will be given 
for bad dollars of avs sorts. f 
We are assured on the best authority, that 
gambling is carried on in.the most open’ bare- 
faced manner, and that the police. are so ex- 
teusively bribed thut in the neighbourhood of 
the gaming houses:night passes are hubitually 
dispensed with. . 

‘That is a nice catalogue of «charges -ver- 
tainly to bring: against a local administration. 
‘That they can be subtuntiated, we can: pledge 
our veracity. Such a state ofsffuirs. exhibits 
in a forcible light, tha mischief prodeiced. by 
the legalisation of vice, and what iz nearly the 
sume thing, the toleration of. inmorality. 
Despite all that may be said to the contrary, 
the enactment-of the Brothel Ordinancs here 
was a grave mistake; we froely udmit the 
necessity which existed of something being 
done to arrest the ravages of that disease which 
at the time of the passing of the Ordinance 
our sailors and soldiers. were suffering under 
fearfully: ‘and we furthermore freely admit 
thut in that. respect the effert of the Ordinance 
has been higlily beneficial, - But we say and 
have-alwaysaid, that the sume effect could 
have been produced without defiling the statute 
book with the legalisation -of - immorility. 
Bréthele could: have been prohibited, und sup- 
pressed: ‘by fine :or imprisonment . whenever 
disease should be: proved to have: been :¢om- 
tmuuicated from: them. But to” legaliso. the 
ocoupation and to give ‘it-protection: in con- 
sideration of thé payment of a licence; was to 
elevate and encourage it, and the consequences 
is that the “social evil ” exists here to an ex- 
tent elsewhere unknown, ‘here are no. pains 
taken to concexl it—it ag become elevated 
until’ it. has attuined a ‘degraded state of 


ave purchused us if they. were: horses, the 
trade in thom “possessing several. highly 
repulsive features. The ladies. of the colony

If we are usked the question, direct—whe- 
ther the legalisation of prostitution in Hong- 
kong has caused “this vast: spread of the 
“social evil,” we shall reply, not only that we 
Fave no-doubt upon the subject, but that we 
prognosticated the effect at the time: “ Ordi- 
nanes No. 12”".was pussed. It is difficult to 
describe the insidious progress of any evil whieh 
undermines ‘and injures soviety. Vice and 
immorality should be mude odious, which is 
impossible so. loug as they are legalised aud 
protested. The status thus given to. the im- 


vanceinent: Lust to self’ respect they glory 
in their shame when it becomes iegulised; aud 
the arena of our Magistrate’s court is afforded 
them to shock projiriety- and to assert their 
unballowed. rights. : 

We are'impressed. with the conviction: thit 
as the local government of this. colony.on the 
plea ofiexpediency legalised. prostitution, and 
claim in so-doing to have done a meritorious
